Both moderate and radical circles 
here are still awaiting the outcome 
of the reluctant rapprochement 
between Yasser Arafat and Jordan's 
King Hussein, but noticeably less 
impassively than before. 

Two months ago, one came away 
from talks in the West Bank with 
the overwhelming impression that 
local Palestinians were bystanders 
in the political developments likely 
to shape their future. Almost 
everyone pointed lo Arafat, hoping 


that he would be able to reach an 
understanding with the king and 
bring the majority of the PLO with 
him in an arrangement that would 
get pence talks going. They were 
hesitant to commit themselves in 
any way and were apperently con- 
tent to be hesitant. 

Since then Arafat has been in 
Amnun, os have numerous West 
Bankers. Well-informed sources in 
East Jerusalem have reported that 
the king warned Arafat in plain 
language that if he did not play ball, 
Jordan would go il alone.

AMIR COHEN, the manager of the 
Red Rock Hotel, doesn’t think that 
things are all that bad, allhough he 
admits that his hotel is not feeling 
the pinch as much as some of the 
others because for years it has 
promoted visits by Israelis. 
Nevertheless, he says, there are 
already three charters coming in 
every week, and more are sure to 
follow. “Every year we start 
slowly,” he adds. 

A member of the local hotel as- 
sociation delegation which went 
abroad right after the fighting ended 
in Lebanon, he saya that tour ugents 
wanted to help, but the public simp- 
ly wouldn't consider going to Israel. 
Then came the Beirut massacre, 
and any hopes the hoteliers may 
have had were completely dashed. 

“We know it will be ἃ bad year,” 
says Cohen, “But 1 doubt if any 
hotel will go broke." The workers 
know the situation, and are willing 
to do their bit, working a four-day 
week so that nobody has to be laid 


: “Eilat usually brings the economy 
$150m. a year,” he says. “I can't say 
how much it will be this year, but it 
will certainly be less." Some 40 to 
50 per cent of the town live on 
-Lourism in some way. In the past, 
restaurants and bars milked the 
tourists, but now they have woken 


up. 


NEVERTHELESS, there are still 
local problems. The beach near the 
bulk of the hotels, developed and 
improved at great cost, is once 
ugain littered, and marred by camp- 
fires. The shade umbrellus have 
been dismantled in places by 
campers sceking fuel for their fires. 
Sleeping bags and makeshift tents 
cover much of the heach, kuving 
little room for hotel guests. The 
police either cannot or will not in- 
terferc. ᾿ 

Speaking for the municipality, 
Shmucl Tagger, head of its tourist 
department, admits that the beach 
is not all it should be. Bul the police 
as everywhere in the country are 
undermanned and it is difficult to 
blame them. 

As for development, the problem 
fs a political one. When Tourism 
was part of Industry and Trade 
Minister Gideon Patt’s empire, 
there were plenty of funds for 
development in Eilat. Now, with a 
separate Tourism Ministry, less 
money is available. The infrastruc- 
ture for the first holels is already - 
there; but with additional hotels go- 
ing up, the accompanying problems 
of roads, sewage, space in the 
marina and beach facilities are 
again being felt. : 

And, adds Tagger, there are other 
problems. The Saudis are building a 
giant resort complex at Yanbo, just 
150 Καὶ, south of Eilat, which could 
mean heavy competition. There is 
no bus service linking une besch 
area 10 another and Egged has 
refused to take on the roule, claim- 
ing it is uneconomical.

“THE LINK with Israel is very im- 
portant in sensitizing our children 
Jewishly." Thus Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler, president of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, 
from whom 1 tried to learn the 
background and motivations behind 
the intensified identification with 
Israel of the American Reform 
movement that 1 had witnessed at 
Camp Kutz, the movement's youth 
summer camp at Warwick, New 


York. 


“Sensitizing our children 
Jewishly" has become a major 
problem for parents who care about 
their children growing up and 
remaining Jewish, and for the 
various organizations and religious 
streams into which American Jewry 
is divided. The problem is possibly 
‘Most acute for the Reform, for they 
have Jong been the closest of ail 
trends to total assimilation. With a 
50 per cent rate of non-affilialion 
with any Jewish organization or syn- 
agogue and a 50 per cent plus rate 
of intermarriage, it is clear that the 
Reform stream is the one that is the 
most involved with those Jews who 
find themselves in confrontation 
with the question of to be, or cense 


lo be, a Jew. 


In Reform’s none-too-impressive 
armoury of weapons for its fight 
Against assimilation, the link with 
Israel would seem [0 loom large. 
The religion that Reform has to of- 
fer ils younger generation scemed 
lo me to be very weak. True, | was 
impressed with the ease and joy 
with which the All-American boys 
and girls, Jewish sub-species, at 
Camp Kutz, participated in the 
thrice weekly services. | have 
serious doubts, however, whether 
what works in a summer camp can 
be transferred to adult life in mixed 


communities, 


BEFORE TURNING lo the Israel 
connection, there is one other arca

‘Aliya’ has become a more acceptable 
concept in Reform circles in America, 
despite discrimination against Reform 
activities in Israel.

ly or be considered the first stage of 
a six-month exchange programme 
called the Eisendrath International 
Exchange. For those taking this lat- 
ter programme, the ulpan period is 
followed by “adoption” into Israeli 
families in towns, development 
towns, kibbulzim or moshavim. The 
participants go to Israeli high 
schools with their adoptive brothers 
and sisters. 

Several of the faculty members 
and counsellors at Camp Kutz were 
graduates of this exchange 
programme and 1 cannot speak 
highly enough of the favourable im- 
pacl it had on their connection with 
Israel, and in some cases on their 
plans to make aliya. 

In addition, there are program- 
mes for staying at Kibbutz Tzor’a in 
the Jerusalem Corridor and study- 
ing for 33 college credits at the 
movement's Hebrew Union College 
in Jerusalem, There are many other 
combinations, including those 
which centre in stays at the first 
Reform kibbutz, Yahel in the 


- Arava. 


Capping it all is the Hebrew 
Union College and the mandatory 
year which all rabbinic and Jewish 
education students at the HUC's in 
the U.S. have to spend in Jerusalem, 

One of the problems with all 
these programmes is their cost, The 
shorter ones cost $2,200-$2,600 and 
the longer ones as much as $3,600, 
In the present American economic 
situation this is a considerable sum 
of money for most families. Some 
temples are prepared to give a par- 
tial subsidy. The director of Camp 
Kutz, Rabbi Allan Smith, is aiming 
at sending 1,500 youngsters to Israel 
On such programmes next summer. 
But the cost will be an important 
factor in determining whether or 
not that goal is reached. What is 
certain is that such direct ex- 
periences in Israel itself by far out- 
weigh whatever Israel-oriented 
programmes are devised in the U.S. 
from the point of view of implanting 


τῆς idea in the youngsters’ mind of 


eventually coming to live, or at least 
to study, In Israel. This should of 
course be the point at which the 
question of ‘Jewish Agency help 
should enter, But that brings up the 
whole can of worms of the Reform 
movement's involvement in Zionist 
politics, of which more below. 


EFFORTS ARE undoubtedly being 
made to interest NFTY youngsters 
in aliya.

RABBI SCHINDLER, whose two 
children studied al the Kfar Blum 
high school last year, including the 
period of Katyusha attacks and the 
first weeks of the war in Lebanon, is 
the one who is charged with carry- 
ing on the fight for fuller Tecogni- 
tion of the Reform movement's 
Israeli involvement on the part of 
governmental and Jewish Agency 
institutions in this country, 

“We have 30,000 kids in our Tem. 
ple Youth Group movement and we 
got only two shithim from the 
Agency. The other 10 Zionist youth 
movements in the U.S., who have 
fewer members all told have 14 
shlihim. This is but one example of 
the destructive aspects of the party 
key principle that has ruled Israeli 
political and institutional life for as 
long as any one can remember," 

Schindler and the Reform move- 
ment, and its Zionist wing, ARZA 
— Association of Reform Zionists 
of America — are caught in a 
Catch-22 situation. Criticism of of- 
ficial, Orthodox-inspired dis- 
crimination against .Reform ac- 
tivities in Israel often elicits the 
response that if there were-more 
reform ofim, they would eventually 
have enough political clout to win 
their fight for recognition and for a 
bigger chunk of the Zionist pie and 
the goodies distributed by the 
Agency. 


At the same time, the existing dis - 


crimination and the dispropor- 
tionate under-allocation of budgets 
and manpower to Reform youth 
activities tends to put a serious 
crimp in those very activities that 
could be expected to bring more 
Reform ofim. ᾿ 


AT PRESENT, the fight is centred 
on the representation of ARZA at 
the forthcoming World Zionist 


Congress. Most of the Zionist par- - 


ties In the U.S. would prefer 
abolishing the elections to the 
Congress and divvying up the seals 
coming to the American delegation 
in accordance with the resulls of the 
previous elections four years ago. 
This, of course, would leave ARZA 
out in the cold in view of the fact 
that it is the newest addition to the 
American Zionist scene. Holding 
elections and taking the chance thal 
ARZA would become a major [ac- 
tor in the Zionist political world 
could bring about a major change in 
the division of power in the Jewish 
Agency,’ and in the distribution of 
its budgets, 

Schindler pointed out that over 
70,000 persons have formally af- 
filiated with ARZA and that the 
Reform. movement's one million 
members in the U.S. and an addition 
al 200,000.worldwide were a great 
potential for further growth. But 
such ἃ potential could also threaten 
an internal earthquake in the mori- 
bund World Zionist movement, 

One of the problems that can 
easily be predicted is the Reform's

ABE BERRY came breezing into 
Jerusalem last week, sketch-book 
under arm, all set to produce some 
sardonic cartoons about Israeli life 
and politics. [ had not seen Abe and 
his wife Dina since we ale a last sen- 
timental dinner a short while before 
I left Johannesburg for Israel early 
in 1951. We had worked closely 
together for !8 months as 
volunteers producing the S.A. 
Jewish Frontier, the publication of 
the South African Zionist Socialist 
Party: myself doing the editing and 
most of the writing, Abe con- 
tributing the cartoons. 

The Jewish Frontier fought the 
good fight for liberty and liberalism 
on many fronts. We fervently sup- 
ported David Ben-Gurion and 
Mapai agairist the right wing in 
Israel. 1 remember how horrified we 
were by a split in the Israeli Labour 
movement. We sent three delegates 
to a Labour congress with a man- 
date to tell our quarrelsome 
brothers sternly, in the name of the 
S.A. Zionist Socialist Party, that 
they should kiss and make friends. 
We also entrusted our delegates 
with an alternative mandate to find 
out what the split was about, so that 
they could explain it to us. They 
failed in both missions. 

Abe and I also attacked the 
Revisionists in South Africa 
ferociously, Abe using his pen, I my 
typewriter. Revisionism was strong 
among South African Jews, 


although it was not yet as powerful 


as it was to become later. 

I emigrated to Israel and Abe 
went on to become one of South 
Africa's foremost cartoonists, flay- 
ing apartheid with savage satire, His 
daily strip in the Star, “Day by 
Day,"" has been running for years: it 


* depicts life in the black ghettos, 


and provides a biting commentary 
on what it is like to live inside a 
black skin in South Africa. 

Generally, the strip shows two 
blacks talking to each other about 
such horrors as the Immorality Act, 
the colour classification system, 
police raids, the so-called 
homelands, the slings and arrows of 
petty apartheid. : 

He also docs a large editorial car- - 
toon in the Star as well as regular 
cartoons for the Pietermaritzburg 
Natal Witness,

“It is not so easy being a car- 
toonist in South Africa,” says Abe. 
“There are more than a Pendred 
laws governing the press. Security is 
a tage sensitive area. Yet 1 must ad- 
mit that the government does not 
censor the daily papers: 1 have 
never had a cartoon axed through 
censorship. 

“The pro-government press has 
called me ‘a venomous adversary,” 
yet some of my cartoons are 
republished in the South African 
Digest that is sent abroad. 

“During the last elections, the 
state-controlled TV asked a number 
of cartoonists to comment on our 


. Toles during an election period. I 


said my function was to criticize the 
ruling power as strongly as possible, 
Nothing was cut. Some cabinet 
ministers have expressed admira- 
tion for my work. South Africa is 
full of paradoxes.” 

Berry never works to order, and 
cannot execute other people's 
ideas. He produces several pos- 
sibilities for the Star: they choose 
what they like best, and he goes 
ahead and draws. The paper never 
censors his work, 

“Long ago | decided to apply the 
maxims of Osbert Lancaster, one of 
the world’s great cartoonists, which 
T learnt by heart. He said: ‘It is not 
the cartoonist's job to wave flags 
and cheer as the procession passes. 
His allotted task is to point out that 
the emperor is stdrk naked, and, 
given the Immensity of human folly, 
it is hardly likely that his role will 
ever become redundant.’" 

He also quotes with approval a 
description of the cartoonist's func- 
tion applied to Vicky: to goad, to in- 
furiate, to provoke and to amuse.

Tt was already obvious in his 
television work that Barbash is an 
excellent director of actors. We 
wrung incredible performances out 
of them and goaded them into 
revealing much more of themselves 
-than they ever did before, or maybe 
ever intended lo. Each actor: 
became completely identified with 
his role. On the other hand, the nar- 
rative line was quite often 
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step further, Instead of focusing on 
4 clear social grievance they try to 
deal with the problem as such. For 
convenience, an immediate stigma 
is supplied here as well, for the main 
character has just been released 
from a mental home, and this af- 
fects both his family life (his wife 
wants to leave him) and his 
reintegration in his IDF reserve 
unil. - 

But according to Barbash, the 
film Isn't about mental illness at all, 
It is about the failure of a young, ap- 
parently successful and strong 
Isracli to face his own short- 
comings; his refusal to measure up 
to his emotional weaknesses; and 
his escape into the only sur- 
roundings in which he feels well- 
adjusted — his service with his 
military unit, on the Lebanese 
border, prior to Operation Litani in 
1978, 


supplying the emotional warmth 
and creating the kind of trust and 
intimacy that would unite a man 
and a woman into a couple. Shimon 
Dotan hinted much the same in a 
previous Israeli film, Repeat Dive. 
Interestingly enough, the main 
character, Ehud, is not the only 
emotional cripple around. His best 
friend, whom at one point he unjustly 
suspects of being his wife’s lover, 
has his own problems with his wife, 
who by the end of the film is leaving

an Ulpan (featuring a practically 
unknown actor, Roberto Polack, 
who plays a bashful South 
American new immigrant (o perfec- 
tion); a dialogue between the two 
friends on top of the mountain, with 
only a machine-gun as audience — 
all these are memorable moments, 
tangible proof.of Barbash’s talent. It 
now remains to have it harnessed to 
the right vehicle.

There was also another 
wecessfut children's play, Toruny 
Tom written by Dubi Zelzer and 
directed by Orna Porat.

What led to Chit-Chat was 
the popular programme he 
hosted on television called Open 
House. Dudu would happily teach 
viewers to cook, take care of their 
children and tend their gardens or 
he would interview doctors and 
other experts. But he missed the 
reactions of a live audience, And he 
has a special affinity for women. 

“For years ἔ worked hard so my 
mother would be proud of me, Now, 
I do it for my wife. It's not easy 
though. Most of the women sit with 
their arms folded, waiting, putting 
me to the test, 80 to speak. They 
complain about how the cake is 
served, how the stuge is set and 
wonder whether they're going to gel 
their money's worth. They ore a 
tough audience to please.

ONE OF THE problems faced by 
the multitude of cable TV ‘stations 
now broadcasting in the U.S. is that 
producers have no Neilsen ratings 
to tell them if a programme is pop- 
ular or nol. Aside from spot surveys, 
fan letters are often the only indica- 
tion of how viewers feel. And the 
fan letters are increasing for Hello 
Jerusalem, the hour-long magazine 
about Israel that is produced by 
Kastel Studios together with The 
Jerusalem Post. \t is broadcast week- 
ly into the 5 million homes from 
Coast-to-coast which subscribe to 
SPN (Satellite Programme 
Network), as well as the 2 million 
homes hooked up to NJT (National 
Jewish Television). 

“The letters started arriving im- 
mediately after we went on the alr 
last April,” says Malkie Stelnmetz, 
a former New Yorker. As an 
employee of Kastel's parent com- 
pany INCOBA, part of Malkie's job 
is to answer the fan mail. “At first 
they would dribble In. Now we're 
getting about 10 a week. 

“We get letters from Jews and 


- Christians alike, They teil us their 


problems. They ask about aliya — a 
subject I deal with well since 1 used 
to work for the Jewish -Agency. 
They ask about getting subscrip- 
tions to The Jerusalem Post. One girl 
asked how to reach Taste of Israel 
because she'd bought a piece of 


thelr bubble gum on a visit here and 
wanted more. 

“But mostly they write to tell us 
how much they like the programme, 
what items they particularly liked 
and whut they'd want to see in the 
future.

THE BODY OF work created by 
Menashe Kadishman during the past 
two decades has positioned him in a 
place of particular importance 
within the young and fragile history 
of Israeli sculpture. Respected by 
the art community for his energy, 
diversification and experimentation 
with materials and concepts, 

“Menashke,” as he is affectionately 
* called, began tending a flock of 

sheep at the 1978 Venice Biennale 

under the “nature as art — art as 
nature” banner, Since that summer 
the flock, or at least Kadishman’s 

“flock as art," hos flourished and 

multiplied. In fact, four and a half 

years later lt appears to be thriving 
beyond all proportion and beyond 
the bounds of acceptability. 

Kadishman seems to be defying the’ 

udage that “you can't beat a dead 
* sheep." 

Kadishman has abandoned 
abstract sculpture for painting. 
From pure non-objectivity in Cor- 
ten steel he has moved to large ex- 
pressionist sheep “portrniture™: and 
how to “pastoralized” landscapes 
featuring rows of cypress trees, 
figures (or figures as Statues), 
negative-cut-out trees (a previous 
sculptural theme) and the Omnipre- 
Sent, floppy eared, sheep. 

_ The stern, solid, fagade of 
Kadishman's minimal approach, in 
which sculptural concepts were 
reduced to cssentials by a control- 
led awareness, has been replaced, 
Perhaps tao quickly, by a brush 
screen of loud-cojoured, wildly 
brushed and simply tomposed set of 
Pictures on unprimed canvas. ; 

Much of Kadishman’s transition 
has been accompanied by cx- 
planatory notes that attempt to con 
vince the public that his art is really. 
the same even if it looks different, 
But it is not only intetlectual reason: 
ing that reflects truths in art, but the 
physical and emotional gestalt, the 
ever-ftuctuating energies that move 
a hand to record what the cyc, mind 
and hé#:: vre reacting to,

If 
the outdoor temperature does not 
drop below 14°C. in the daytime or 
evening, there Is no need to operate 
central heating, Nowarskl says. , 
In such bulldings, residents of the 
colder north side and warmer south 
side often argue as to the setting of 
the thermostat. If radiator pipes on 
the south side are partially closed, 
the building can achieve uniform 
heat and save fuel. Inefficient 
oilers cause fuel waste, and the mi- 
nistry's advisory bureaux will send 
experts to test them, sharing the 
cost with tenants.

dangerous as an open fire if it gets 
too close to clothing, furniture or 
rugs, Nowarski points out, Electric 
blowersheaters with thermostats are 
preferable to those withoul, despite 
their higher purchase price. 

One way ΠῚ diversifying would be 
to select gas or kerosene for the liv- 
ing room, electric blowers for 
bedrooms, and electric infra-reds 
for bathrooms. To those who regard 
kerosene as a step backwards into 
the past, Nowarski notes that to- 
day’s kerosene heaters are 9 great 
advance on their predecessors.

Leitner suggests. 

He lists the advantages of electric 
heating: Ht is convenient, clean, 
relutively safe, and utilizes all the 
heat calories produced, because 
there is no need to open windows 
for safety ventilation and no heat 
loss through chimneys. But 
householders must consider the 
electricity capacity of their homes. 
The average apartment has  one- 
phase electrical system with 25 
amperes — which can operate four 
to five kilowatts of equipment 
simultaneously without blowing 
fuses, Some households have an 
“entarged phase" system on 35 
amps., which can bear seven to - 
eight kw. Households with a very 
large number of appliances may 
have “three-phase” installation, 
which gives 75 amps, or a 12-18 kw. 
capacity, These cnlarged systems 
are best installed at the time of con- 
struction, but can be added later — 
at considerable expense — provided 
the Electric Corporation has suf- 
ficient power in that 
neighbourhood. Inquiries should be 
directed to the appropriate district 
office. 


EVERY electrical appliance should 
be labelled with its maximum con- 
sumption in kifowatis or watts per 
hour of use, A washing machine 
uses a maximum of three kw. when 
heating water to high temperature; 
a baking oven uses up to two kw, 
Just these two appliances opcrating 
simultaneously at maximum levels 
would tax a normal one-phase 
system to the limit, leaving no 
power for heating devices. Most of 
the latter operate on one to two 
kilowatts, but some require three or 
more. 

Leitner points out that it is not 
Just a motter of over-all capacity, 
but the strengh of the individual cir- 
cuits, 

Overloading lines and systems 
with appliances too powerful for 
them can cause fires. An electrician 
is the person best qualified to deter- 
mine if your household can bear ad- 
ditional heating appliances — und it 
is illegal for anyone but a qualified 
electrician to make changes in the 
system. 

By law, any appliance with a 
capacity of three kw. or more — in- 
cluding a washing machine or an 
instant-type water heater — musi be 
on acircuit of its own, in which the 
wiring ts at least 2.5 sq.mm. thick 
and the fuse 16 ainps. or altached Lo 
an automatic circuit-breuker. If you 
are buying an electric heater with a 
three kw. capacity or more, it may 
be necessary to install a special cir- 
cuit from the fuse box to Lhe plug. 


FOR AN IDEA of current prices of 
heating devices, | dropped in at 
Shila, a Tel Aviv discount-type 
retailer at Dizengoff Centre. 11 sells 
locully-made gas heaters at 183,700 
to 1§5,000, not including installa- 
tion. Electric oil-filled radiators, 
British-made, are 185,000 and ‘an 
average living ‘room would require 
two.
